Fitchburg  State  College's 
Centennial  Year.  Origi- 
nally known  as  the 
Fitchburg  Normal  School 
it  opened  in  the  Fall  of 
1895  at  the  Academy 
Street  School  in  Fitchburg. 
John  G.  Thompson  took 
the  helm  and  five  teach- 
ers were  on  the  staff.  It 
was  a  two  year  program 
in  the  beginning  and  its 
purpose  was  strictly  to 
provide  the  community 
with  teachers. 

Through  the  years 
Fitchburg  State  College 
has  has  grown  in  size  and 
in  purpose.

These 
study  sessions  took  on  a 
more  serious  tone  than  the 
work  in  the  labs,  as  many 
collaborated  for  aca- 
demic survival. 

In  conjunction  with 
PASS ,  students  who  desi  red 
it  could  receive  regular  or 
drop-in  assistance  in  read- 
ing, writing  or  math  skills,  as 
well  as  in  study  strategies. 
Students  could  leave  with 
a  "warm,  fuzzy  feeiing"  af- 
ter getting  a  draft  of  a  pa- 
per read  or  having  the 
Pthagorean  Theorem  fi- 
nally explained  in  layman's 
terms. 
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Fitchburg  State  was  cul- 
turally enhanced  this  year 
as  the  international  student 
program  was  born. 

Making  the  journey  to 
FSC  and  the  United  States 
were  students  from  India, 
Taiwan,  The  People's  Re- 
public of  China,  Kenya,  Ja- 
pan, The  Netherlands,  Bar- 
bados, Ireland  and  Swe-: 
den.  Approximately  sixty 
students  participated  in  the 
program  in  its  first  year. 

Students  experienced 
resident  living  in  Building 
Two  of  the  New  Halls,  Both 
FSC  and  these  new  students 
benefitted  from  the  pro- 
gram as  foreign  students 
learned  the  ins  and  outs  of 
American  culture  and  FSC 
students  were  awarded  the 
opportunity  for  residual  cul- 
tural enrichment. 

One  thing  is  for  certain; 
both  gained  lasting  experi- 
ences and  friendships  that 
will  touch  the  future  of  the 
world  forever!

With  their  18-5-1  record  and 
their  ability  to  peak  at  tournament 
time,  the  Falcons  captured  theirfourth 
ECAC  title  in  the  past  five  years.  This 
time  it  was  the  ECAC  North-Central-

Last  year,  behind  17  freshmen, 
head  coach  Dean  Fuller's  rebuilding 
efforts  ended  up  in  an  1 1-10-2  record 
and  elimination  in  the  first  round  of 
the  playoffs. 

This  time  around,  experience 
payed  off. 

The  Falcons  started  the  season  as 
hot  as  you  can  get,  losing  only  one  of 
their  first  13  games  (and  that  loss  was 
to  Division  1  UMass-Amherst).  That 
streak  was  highlighted  by  a  5-1  win 
over  ECAC  Central  Champs,  UMass- 
Dartmouth,  plus  consecutive  overtime 
wins  against  Roger  Williams  (5-4)  and 
Southern  Maine  (3-2). 

But  just  as  FSC  thought  they  might 
cruise  through  the  regular  season, 
things  got  a  bit  tougher.  A  1-3-1  skid, 
including  an  eye-opening  6-2  loss  to 
Assumption,  showed  the  Falcons  that 
they  would  be  in  for  a  dogfight. 

In  the  third  to  last  game,  FSC 
clinched  first  place  in  the  ECAC 
North's  regular  season  with  an  8-7  win 
over  Nichols.  Then,  in  the  season  fi- 
nale, the  7-5  win  over  Framingham 
State  clinched  the  Falcons  of  the  top 
seed  in  the  playoffs. 

The  top  seed  is  assured  home  ice 
throughout  the  playoffs-  key  to  a  FSC 
team  which  has  not  lost  a  home  play- 
off game  since  1991. 

Round  one  found  Bentley  to  be 
the  foe.  Bentley  ventured  into  the 
playoffs  for  the  first  time  in  ten  years 
and  found  that  experience  is  a  valu- 
able commodity.  FSC  rolled,  10-4, 
behind  a  pair  of  goals  from  both  Steve 
Lowney  and  Mark  Pillsbury. 

The  first  playoff  shutout  in  FSC  his- 
tory followed  as  freshman  Aaron  Abitz 
put  the  clamps  on  Plymouth  State  for 
a  6-0  victory.  Abitz,  who  was  hot 
throughout  the  entire  tournament, 
turned  aside  38  Panther  shots  enroute 
to  the  win.  Lowney,  the  1992  ECAC 
North  Championship  Game  MVP, 
continued  his  splendid  post  season 
play  with  two  more  goals.  Freshman 
Dan  Genatossio  also  added  a  pair. 

The  Championship  Game  brought 
the  Assumption  Greyhounds  to  the 
Civic  Center.  Remember,  Assump- 
tion whipped  FSC  earlier  in  the  season 
6-2.  But  that  was  not  the  playoffs. 

In  a  thriller,  it  was  Abitz  (32  saves), 
Genatossio  (goal)  and  sophomore 
Steve  Baldasaree  (2  goals)  who  came 
through  big  for  FSC.  But  the  star  of 
stars  this  night  was  junior  Matt  Park. 
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Park  played  the  best  game  of  his  out- 
standing career,  scoring  the  three 
goal  hat  trick  to  give  the  Falcons  a  6- 
4  win  and  the  championship.  Two  of 
Park's  tallies  were  of  the  shorthanded 
variety.  Deservedly  so,  the  junior  was 
named  the  tournament's  MVP  for  his 
brilliant  effort. 

For  the  1 993-94  season  the  big  gun 
for  FSC  was  senior  forward  Steve 
Loowney.  Lowney  led  the  team  in 
scoring  for  the  third  straight  season 
(27  goals,  24  assists  for  51  points).  Not 
only  was  he  the  best  player  on  the 
best  team  -  he  was  also  the  best  player 
in  the  league,  being  named  ECAC 
North  MVP.  Lowney  finished  his  amaz- 
ing career  with  75  goals  (sixth  in  FSC 
history),  61  assists  (8th)  and  136  points 
(7th).

Along  with  Lowney,  two  other  play- 
ers earned  All-ECAC  honors.  Senior 
defenseman  Scott  Livingston  ended 
his  career  as  one  of  the  best 
defensemen  in  school  history  by  mak- 
ing the  ECAC  All-Star  team.  Sopho- 
more Bill  Mastrangelo,  who  trailed  only 
Lowney  for  the  second  straight  year 
with  12  goals  and  29  assists  for  41 
points,  was  also  recognized  by  the 
ECAC. 

The  Falcons  were  a  balanced 
team,  enjoying  double  digit  scoring 
seasons  from  14  players.  Five  of  those 
tallied  at  least  30  points.  Genatossio 
(23+18=41),  Park  (18+21=39)  and 
Baldassare  (13+1 9=32)  joined  Lowney 
and  Mastrangelo  in  this  group. 

Livingston  headed  a  very  strong 
defensive  corps  which  included  fel- 
low seniors  Casey  Nelson  (1  +  12=13) 
and  Brian  Mclnis  (1+4=5).  Sophomore 
Pat  Turner  (3+16=19)  and  D.J.  Conte 
(8+10=1 8),  who  will  lead  the  way  next 
year,  were  also  outstanding. 

In  net  it  was  Abitz  who  was  hot  at 
the  end,  but  junior  Rob  Horn  did  his  fair 
share  as  well.  Abitz  finished  at  1 2-2- 1 
with  a  3.75  goals  against  average, 
while  Horn  was  6-3  with  a  4.73  GAA. 
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It  started  out  so  promising. 
The  Falcons  won  four  of  their 
last  five  games  of  the  first  se- 
mester to  head  to  the  holidays 
with  a  4-4  record.  Those  four 
wins  already  matched  the  win 
total  of  the  previous  year. 

Little  did  they  know  that  the 
108-102  win  over  Anna  Maria 
on  December  5  would  be  the 
last  of  the  season. 

Over  the  break  the  team 
was  decimated  with  injuries 
and  academic  problems 
which  completely  threw  their 
successful  lineup  out  of  align- 
ment. 

The  adjusted  roster  was 
never  able  to  find  the  right 
formula  to  get  back  on  track. 
Head  Coach  Bob  Bonci 
struggled  to  put  together  a 
successful  plan,  but  it  just  did 
not  work. 

The  end  result  was  another 
four  win  season- 4-21.  The  Fal- 
cons finished  0-12  in  MASCAC 
play  and  were  eliminated  in 
the  first  round  of  the  confer- 
ence tournament.

The  unquestioned  leader  of 
the  team  was  junior  guard  Ri- 
chard "Mokie"  Harding. 
Harding  was  superb  through- 
out the  season,  leading  the 
team  in  scoring  (19.3  ppg), 
assists  (3.5  apg)  and  steals  (2.0 
spg).  He  scored  464  points  on 
the  season  and  finished 
among  the  MASCAC  leaders 
in  scoring  and  assists.  Harding 
will  head  into  his  senior  season 
needing  just  95  points  to  reach 
1000  for  his  illustrious  career. 
He  has  established  himself  as 
one  of  the  premier  players  in 
the  MASCAC. 

Senior  John  Browne,  who 
plays  both  guard  and  forward, 
had  his  best  season  with  6.1 
points  per  game  and  2.7  re- 
bounds an  outing.  The  four 
year  player  posted  his  career 
high  with  23  against  Worcester 
State. 

A  pair  of  junior  forwards 
proved  to  be  formidable  forces 
underthe  boards.  Transfer  Eric 
Freund  hauled  down  a  team 
high  7.4  rebounds  per  game 
while  trailing  only  Harding  at 
14.1  ppg.  Nick Chareas, mean- 
while, added  6.8  rebounds  and 
9.0  points  a  game.

They  lost  four  starters  and  six 
of  their  top  eight  scores.  They 
even  lost  their  head  coach. 
Yet  after  a  very  shaky  start,  the 
women's  basketball  team  had 
to  be  pleased  with  the  season 's 
outcome. 

Rookie  head  coach  Lisa 
Valardi's  team  ended  up  6-15 
overall  and  4-8  in  MASCAC 
play.  But  that  was  after  a  1-8 
start.  The  Falcons  went  5-7 
over  the  final  twelve  games. 

The  team  highlight  had  to 
be  the  51-49  upset  win  over 
North  Adams  -  a  win  which 
knocked  the  Mohawks  out  of 
third  place  in  the  league.  Jun- 
ior Allyson  McGinn  had  24 
points  that  game.  Or  maybe  it 
was  the  70-68  road  win  over 
Bridgewater  State,  with 
McGinn  pouring  in  18  with  16 
rebounds.  Or  perhaps  the  51  - 
46  upset  of  Nichols  behind 
sophomore  Becky  Robidoux's 
career  day  of  1 9  points  and  1 9 
rebounds. 

Regardless,  the  squad  will 
be  losing  only  two  seniors  and 
should  have  a  wealth  of  expe- 
rience back  next  season. 

Unfortunately,  one  of  the 
seniors  to  go  will  be  Kathleen 
May  -  one  of  the  greatest 
guards  ever  to  wear  the  green 
and  gold.  May  was  selected 
to  the  All-MASCAC  Second 
Team  for  the  third  straight  year 
after  posting  the  best  season 
of  her  outstanding  career.  This 
year  she  averaged  10.7  points 
(Career  high),  4.9  rebounds 
(career  high),  3.5  steals  (ca- 
reer high)  and  4.9  assists  (sec- 
ond most)  per  game. 

May  is  the  top  playmaker  in 
FSC  history.  She  is  the  only 
player  with  over  40  career  as- 
sists -  459  (actually,  she  is  the 
only  player  with  over  300  as- 
sists). Heraverageof4.7assists 
per  game  over  her  four  year 
career  is  also  tops  in  FSC  his- 
tory. 

Aside  from  all  her  records, 
perhaps  the  most  impressive 
statistic  is  that  she  never  missed 
a  single  game  in  four  years. 


Fellow  senior  Nannette  Bradley  also 
had  her  best  season.  She  averaged  7.2 
points  and  2.1  rebounds  per  game.  The 
fourth  year  player  had  her  career  high  of 
20  points  against  Curry. 

McGinn,  a  junior,  had  another  huge 
all-around  season,  leading  the  team  in 
scoring  (11.4  ppg)  and  in  rebounding 
(10.9  per  game).  Sophomore  Becky 
Robidoux  was  probably  the  team's  most 
improved  player  as  she  tallied  the  10.2 
ppg  while  hauling  down  8.4  rebounds 
per  game.

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Not  since  1 980  has  a  Falcon 
baseball  team  won  this  many 
games.  Fitchburg  State  ended 
the  season  as  one  of  the  hot- 
test teams  in  New  England, 
winning  14  of  their  final  18 
games  to  finish  at  1 5-1 7  on  the 
year. 

Head  coach  John 
McGuirk'steam  also  ended  up 
7-3  in  MASCAC  play  to  tie 
ECAC  runner-up  Bridgewater 
State  for  second  place  in  the 
conference.  This  marks  FSC's 
highest  finish  ever  in  MASCAC 
play. 

Unfortunately  the  season  did 
not  start  as  it  ended.  The 
team's  annual  pilgrimage  to 
Florida  resulted  in  a  1  - 1 0  record 
to  start  the  campaign.  FSC 
then  dropped  their  first  three 
contests  up  North  to  find  them- 
selves looking  at  a  l-13record. 

But  then  something  clicked. 
Worcester  State  fell,  4-1.  New 
England  College  was  disposed 
of,  12-5.  Plymouth  State 
dropped  a  doubleheader. 
Suddenly  FSC  had  won  four 
straight. 

The  pitching  had  solidified, 
the  batting  averages  began 
to  climb  and  the  leather  was 
softening  on  the  gloves. 

The  Falcons  posted  wins  in 
four  of  five  games,  including  a 
doubleheader  sweep  of 
Westfield  State.  After  losing  to 
New  Hampshire  College,  then 
North  Adams  State,  the  Fal- 
cons would  not  feel  the  sting 
of  defeat  again. 

A 1 2-9  win  over  North  Adams 
kicked  off  a  string  of  six  straight 
wins  to  finish  the  season.  The 
final  game  was  a  thrilling  9-8 
win  over  Worcester  State  which 
gave  Fitchburg  State  a  tie  in 
the  battle  for  the  Sterling  Cup. 

The  winning  pitcher  that 
game  was  senior  Jason 
Donovan,  who  capped  off 
one  of  the  most  successful  all- 
around  seasons  ever  encoun- 
tered by  a  Falcon.   Donovan

went  7-2  this  year,  tying  Bruce 
Wahl's  (1980)  single  season 
record  for  victories.  He  posted 
a  2.90  earned  run  average  and 
won  his  final  four  decisions. 
Donovan,  who  was  named  the 
team's  MVP,  also  batted  .326 
with  18  RBI,  21  runs  scored  and 
3  homers.  He  was  named  All- 
MASCAC  First  Team  as  a 
pitcher  -  only  the  second  FSC 
pitcher  to  be  so  honored. 

On  the  hill  FSC  also  enjoyed 
strong  seasons  from  sopho- 
more Paul  Reggio  (4-3,  5.28 
ERA),  senior  Lou  Marguerite  (1- 
0,4. 1 7  ERA)  and  freshman  Ryan 
Pavao  (2-5,  5.73  ERA). 

Offensively  the  Falcons  had 
a  very  balanced  attack  with 
seven  players  batting  at  least 
.282.  Sophomore  Steve 
Baldasaree  led  the  team  in 
seven  offensive  categories  - 
average  (.365),  hits  (38),  RBI 
(27),  runs  (22),  doubles  (11), 
homeruns  (5),  and  slugging 
percentage  (.635). 

Baldasaree  was  the  other  Fal- 
con besides  Donovan  to  earn 
All-MASCAC  First  Team  honors. 

Senior  Dave  Hebert,  a  trans- 
fer from  U Mass-Lowell,  batted 
.333  with  13  RBI  and  19  runs  in 
just  21  games  played.  Fresh- 
man shortstop  Sean  Darcy 
overcame  a  slow  start  to  bat 
.319  with  22  runs  and  a  team 
high  13  stolen  bases. 

Ron  Taupier,  a  sophomore 
catcher,  hit  .313  while  playing 
a  terrific  backstop.  Junior  sec- 
ond baseman,  Mike  DeCicco 
was  easily  the  team's  most  im- 
proved player,  batting  .282 
with  12  runs  and  13  RBI. 

Two  players  completed  their 
four  year  FSC  careers  in  style. 
Joe  Moran,  a  four  year  starter, 
had  his  best  season  with  a  .291 
average,  12  runs  scored  and 
13  RBI.  Matt  Fallon,  a  three 
year  starter,  batted  .229  with 
15  runs  and  1 1  RBI.  He  will  be 
vividly  remembered  for  his 
spectacular  diving  catches  in 
centerfield. 
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Although  they  did  not  quite 
achieve  the  success  the  base- 
ball team  did,  the  FSC  softball 
season  did  strike  noticeable 
parallel  to  their  male  counter- 
parts. 

Like  the  baseball  team,  the 
softballers  endured  a  terrible 
start  to  the  season.  After  ten 
games  the  team  had  yet  to 
win  a  ball  game  (likewise,  the 
baseball  team  started  out  1- 
10). 

But  after  scoring  just  1 9  runs 
in  those  first  ten  games,  the 
Lady  Falcons  absolutely  ex- 
ploded. The  next  four  games, 
three  of  which  were  victories, 
produced  a  whopping  55  runs. 
FSC  demolished  Mass.  Mari- 
time 221-2,  whipped  Endicott 
1 1  -7  and  overcame  Westfield 
State,  13-11  in  10  innings.  The 
lone  down  side  to  that  streak 
was  a  20-10  loss  to  Westfield. 

Two  more  victories,  against 
highly  regarded  Anna  Maria 
and  Rivier,  followed,  giving 
coach  Ken  Ellis'  squad  five  wins 
in  six  starts. 

FSC  would  win  only  two  of 
their  last  eight,  however,  to  fin- 
ish the  season  at  7-1 7.  Two  of 
those  losses  were  near  major 
upsets.  The  Falcons  lost  9-7  to 
ECAC  runner-up  North  Adams 
State,  then  ended  the  season 
with  a  heartbreaking  2-1  loss  to 
Bridgewater  State,  who  ad- 
vanced to  the  NCAA  Softball 
World  Series. 

The  future  is  bright  for  FSC 
softball  as  only  three  seniors 
graduate  from  the  team.  Fresh- 
man Laurie  McNaught  was 
splendid,  batting  .360  with  17 
RBI  and  14  runs  scored.  She  also 
belted  4  doubles,  4  triples,  and 
a  homer  to  post  a  .560  slugging 
pet.  This  terrific  effort  earned 
her  a  spot  on  the  All-MASCAC 
Honorable  Mention  squad. 

Another  freshman,  Dianne 
Horwath,  hit  .254  with  1 6  RBI  and 
9  runs  scored.  Two  other  fresh- 
men starters,  Deana  Lukas  and 
Kathy  Herriott  scored  1 4  and  1 2 
runs,  respectively.

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Junior  Kris  Theriault  has 
scaled  many  heights  in  his 
three  year  career  at  FSC.  This 
spring  he  topped  the  Mt. 
McKinley  of  Division  III  Track 
and  Field. 

With  an  amazing  throw  of 
236'6",  Theriault  won  the  NCAA 
Division  III  National  Champion- 
ship in  the  javelin.  That  throw 
not  only  won  the  meet,  Put 
shattered  the  national  Division 
III  record  as  well.  The  effort 
was  over  20  feet  better  than 
the  second  place  finisher  this 
year. 

Theriault  became  FSC's  first 
national  champion  since  1 977. 

After  earning  All-America 
status  the  past  two  years, 
Theriault  won  his  first  national 
crown.  He  is  the  first  Falcon 
male  to  earn  three  All-America 
certificates  in  field  events. 

Theriault  also  won  the  New 
England  All-Division  title,  the 
New  England  Division  III  crown 
and  the  MASCAC  Champion- 
ship. He  set  meet  records  in 
the  Division  III  meet  and  at  the 
MASCACs.  In  the  latter  event 
he  was  named  the  Most  Out- 
standing Performer  for  tossing 
a  meet  and  Elliot  Field  record 
of220'5  1/2. 

Although  Theriault  was  the 
most  visible  member  of  Coach 
Sheehan's  squad,  it  was  cer- 
tainly not  a  one  man  team.  In 
fact,  he  was  not  even  the  only 
javelin  thrower  to  make  head- 
lines. At  the  MASCAC  Cham- 
pionships sophomore  Jim 
Darcangelo  finished  second. 
Darcangelo  also  finished  sixth 
at  the  New  England  Division  Ills 
to  earn  All-New  England  sta- 
tus. 

Sophomore  triple  jumper 
Jason  Desmarais  broke  out  of 
his  indoor  track  slump  to  earn 
two  championships  of  his  own . 
Desmaraisjumped  44'0  1  /2  in 
the  MASCACs  to  win  that 
event.  A  week  later  he  cov- 
ered 45'2  1/2,  his  best  jump  of 
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the  year,  to  win  the  New  En- 
gland III  Championship. 

Also  leading  the  team  were 
Scott  McCaPe,  Brad  Durbin, 
Frank  Legros  and  Derek 
Valcourt. 
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They  were  the  sweetest  3000 
meters  in  recent  memory  for 
the  Fitchburg  State  women's 
track  team.  The  prospect  of 
winning  their  fourth  consecu- 
tive MASCAC  Championship 
was  looking  grim  that  sunny 
afternoon  at  Robert  Elliot  Field. 
The  favorite,  Westfield  State, 
appeared  to  be  in  control  of 
the  meet,  having  led  most  of 
the  afternoon. 

The  Falcon  trio  of  Coreen 
White,  Tina  Rouine  and  Laurie 
Pouliot  lined  up  for  the  start  of 
the  3000  meter  race  -  the  sec- 
ond to  the  last  event  of  the 
day  -  with  dominance  on  their 
minds.  And  dominant  they 
were.  Their  race  gave  FSC  a 
lead  they  would  not  relinquish, 
holding  on  for  a  1 00-97  victory. 

Fitchburg  State  remains  the 
only  MASCAC  Women's  Track 
Champion  ever.  The  meet  has 
been  conducted  for  four  years 
and  the  Falcons  have  pre- 
vailed each  time. 

The  heroines  were  many  this 
day  with  sophomores  shining 
in  the  limelight.  Sophomore 
Nia  Boudreau  competed  in 
eight  events,  placing  in  six. 
Sophomores  Wendy  Gagliani 
and  Michelle  Holloway  were 
the  only  winners  besides  White. 
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Atst.  Coach  Eric  Lamml,  Nia  Boudreau,  Head  Coach  Jim  Jellison,  Coann 
White,  Wendy  Gagliani,  Michelle  Holloway,  Tricia  Lee  MacDonald,  Laurie 
Pouliof,  Tina  Rouine,  Suzanne  Whitnell,  Coreen  White,  Kim  Walsh

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On  April  23,  1994  the 
Senior  Class  came  to 
gether  to  enjoy  an 
evening  of  dinner  and  danc- 
ing at  the  Copley  Plaza, 
Weston  Hotel  in  Boston,  MA. 
The  comedian  set  the  mood 
for  an  evening  of  laughter  and 
fun.  The  seats  were  emptied 
as  the  dance  floor  was  filled, 
when  the  D.J.  played  the  all 
ti  me  fa vorite  h  it "  Electric  Slide " . 
When  the  clock  struck  mid- 
night, the  couples  dispersed 
to  enjoy  the  rest  of  the  evening. 
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A  message  of  hope  amid  the  horror 

Things  aren't  easy  for  students  who 
graduate  from  college  these  days.  A  tight 
job  market.  Difficult  decisions.  So  much  to 
think  about. 

But  the  977  students  who  sat  on  the 
quadrangle  on  this  beautiful  May  day 
couldn't  help  but  feel  deeply  fortunate  as 
they  listened  to  exiled  Haitian  President 
Jean-Betrand  Aristide  talk  of  "the  horror" 
that  is  his  homeland. 

Violence  and  repression.  The  coup,  the 
killings,  the  desperate  refugees. 

He  also  spoke  of  the  troubles  in  South 
Africa,  Rawanda  and  Bosnia,  and  sadly 
noted,  "World  attention  doesn't  always 
mean  world  involvement.  Nor  does  it  al- 
ways guarantee  a  solution.  Sometimes  the 
world  looks,  and  other  times  it  looks  away," 

His  words  were  particularly  pointed,  given 
the  heightened  interest  in  US  policy  toward 
Haiti  at  the  time  of  Aristide's  visit. 

He  urged  strict  enforcement  of  the  inter- 
national embargo  and  decried  the  treat- 
ment of  the  Haitian  boat  people. 

Despite  the  talk  of  politics  and  suffering, 
however,  Aistide's  primary  message  was 
one  of  hope. 

"It  is  the  duty  of  all  good  citizens  to  work 
to  improve  every  community  to  which  a 
citizen  belongs,"  he  told  them.  "All  of  us  are 
citizens  of  the  world.  Our  challenge  as 
global  citizens  is  to  build  a  more  hopeful 
future.  The  spirit  of  global  citizenship. ..is  not 
a  matter  of  being  a  member  and  loyal 
participant  in  a  particular  community.  In- 
stead, it  is  feeling,  thinking,  and  acting  for 
the  sake  of  all  human  beings,  and  above  all 
for  those  most  vulnerable  and  disadvan- 
taged."
